The Southern railway gets the Atlanta 
and Florida railroa4, 

And Atlanta gets the new union passenger 
depot, of which the city has dreamed many 
years. 

Thege two bits of railroad 
Ganstitute the most important change .n 
reilway chess board of this region of tne 
gouth for a long time, were lying around 
loose yesterday. 

While it is true that the Atlanta-.and 
Florida was bought in, on the face of the 
contract, by the Central Trust Company of 
New Ycrk two weeks ago, it oecame known 
in Atlanta yesterday that the deal was real- 
ly cn behalf cf the Suuthern Railway Com- 
pany, to which the formal deed of the prop- 
erty has been made. 

The Southern will take charge without de- 
lay, and the Atlanta and Florida becomes 
@ part of the splendid system of roads 
which is rapidly growing to proportiols as 
great as the greatest railway system in 
America.

_» "Phe reasons given tor the.purchase of the 


Atianta and Florida by the Southern are 
that the road was cheap and was regarded 
as available at the price paid. 

The price as named in the papers was 

$275,000. 
’ It will be remembered that when the Cen- 
tral Trust Company bought the property 
this was the price paid, put owing to certain 
indebtedness of the road to the Central 
Trust Company, only $59,975.48 of the price 
named had to be paid in actual cash for the 
property. 

The amount of purchase was for the 
Mart taken up in what the Atlanta and Flor- 
ida already owed the Central Trust Compa- 
By of New York, the amount of indebted- 
ress being $152,383.66, and another debt com- 
ing due July Ist of $62,640.86. These debts to 
the Central Trust Company were accepted 
in part payment for the road and the actual 
Outlay of cash was comparatively small, 

The deed of the property was made yes- 
terday afternoon formally and was filed in 
the United States court by Mr. G. T. Pal- 
mer and Mr. John W. Grant, commissioners 
in charge of the sale. 

Judge W. Bailey Thomas, receiver of the 
Atlanta and Florida, returned night before 
last from New York. * 

While he was in the east he was made ac- 

quainted with the details of the transac- 
tion, 
The Atlanta and Floricta will become a 
regular branch line of the Southern, It will 
be operated in much betier fashion in the 
future than it has been for the 
owners to operate it in the past. The road- 
bed will be improved and the terminal fa- 
cilities gained by this deal in Atlanta will 
put it on a par with the other roads that 
enter the city.

The new depot is no longer a myth. 

In response to a telegraphic inquiry yes- 

terday Mr. Samuel Spencer, president of the 
Southern railway, authorized the following 
statemcnt concerning the recent deals that 
have been transacted in real estate adjoin- 
ing the old East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia depot: 
' “The recent purchase of property by Mr. 
Atkinson between Elliott street and the 
Southern railway depot and tracks, and 
extending south to Nelson street, was for 
the purpose of securing a suitable site for 
@ union passenger station for Atlanta. 

“Plans and sketches are being prepared 


‘and will soon be submitted to the city au- 


thorities and to railway companies entering 
Atlanta in the Fope that the comprehensive 
scheme for this much needed improvement 
can be speedily adopted and a handsome 
and creditable structure erected on the 
property aite. The property which has been 
acquired, together with that which the 
Southern and the Central railroad can fur. 
nish, will afford ample and convenient space 


for a large union station of the most mod- 


ern character. The locality is accessible in 
every way and desirable. 

“If the several railroad companies concur 
in such a movement the city wili probably 
be asked to consider a plan of abandoning:

recessary, by disinterested parties, and all 
ra‘lroad companies will be asked to come in 
on the basis of such value and appraisement 
and actual cost of construction. 

“Atlanta needs a union station more than 
any other city in the country, and I hope 
the time has come when ope which will be 
werthy of her enterprise and great wealth 
can be provided.” 

As to the Plans. 

It is told that the plans for the new 
depot are quite extensive and that the 
Structure will be ame of the handsomest 
south of the city of Baltimore. 

It will probably cover the greater part 
of the territory along the railroad tracks 
of the Southern in the precinct named and 
there is no kind of doubt that the plan will 
go though safely. 

The fact that it is given out by Mr. 
Spencer himself is a guaranty that the 
scheme has no way of hanging fire other 
than by obstacles unforeseen. 

The plans for the depot will be ready to 
be submitted”to the city council of Atlan- 
ta within the next few days, it is thought, 
and it is said that when it is seen upon 
what a lofty plan the project has beey un- 
dertaken‘it will bring forth hearty approval 
from all parties concerned. 

It is probable that the structure will ex- 
tend so far up the railroad track as to 
prevent the carrying out of the scheme on 
the part of the city council to build a 
bridge over the Alabama street crossing. 


The depot will be one of the largest and: 


most conveniently arranged in this coun- 
try. 

It is, of course, hoped that all the roads 
in the city will enter the depot and that this 
will be the union passenger station in point 
of fact. There will be a great deal of trou- 
ble avoided if the roads all come in, for 
the transfer of baggage from one depot to 
another is never a pleasant consideration 
with tne traveling public coming into and 
eoing out of a city. 

There will probably be no hesitancy on 
the part of any of the roads to come into 
the new depot on the terms Mr, Spencer 
has named above. 

It is known that many of the roads that 
now enter the present depot have to pay 
very dearly for the privilege 

Some of the roads pay as high as $25,000, 
it is said, for the simple privilege of rolling 
their trains into and out of the old shed. 
According *o Mr. Spencer’s terms the roads 
may enter the new depot, which will be far 
handsomer and far more serviceable, at the 
Simple cost of running their part of the 
expenses. 

Concerning the Old Depot. 

An interesting question arises—what is to 
become of the old depot? 

It is known that aceording to the land 
grant the right of way for the depot was 
on condition that the property was always 
to be used for railroad purposes. This will 
probably prevent any undertaking that 
might prevent the ungainly railroad cross- 
ings at Whitehall an@ Loyd streets, but it 
is thought the old depot will be torn down 
and there are many suggestions as to what 
Should be done with the property. 

Why Nota Market Place. 

“Why not build a market place there 
in place of the old depot? 

This was a suggestion from a well-known 
Atlantian yesterday, after listening to the 
Stury oO: the project to build a new union 
passenger station. 

He was told that there was some stipu- 
lation in the grant of the land that it should 
be used for railroad purposes only. 

“That's such a pity,’’ was the reply, ‘‘for 
there could not be a better use maae of the 
land than to have a large market house 
placed there. This is a thing that At- 
lanta needs very much, too, for there Is un- 
toid inconvenience in a city so large as this 
not having a central market.” 

Others Want a Park. 

There are many who have expressed the 
Rope that a park might some day be es- 
tablished between Loyd street crossing and 
Whitehall street crossing. 

-They argue that it would fill up a very 
ungainly and ugly hole in the heart of the 
city and add excecdingly to the appearance 
of that precinct of the town 

Mr. Baldwin Coming Soon, 

It is learned that Third Vice President W. 
H. Baldwin, of the Southern railway, will 
arrive in Atlanta in the near future to take 
up the new depot matter. 

It was not generally known at the time, 
but Mr. Baldwin was here less than a week 
ago. He did mot remain but one day and 
did not show himself in the-city to any 
great extent. He spent most of the time 
out at the exposition grounds, looking into 
the Southern’s terminal interests out there 
at the entrance, and reviewing the grading 
of the double track line to the grounds over 
which the Southern will run its exposition 
fiyers for the accommodation of the pas- 
sengers who will go out to the big fair. 

When Mr. Laldwin comes to Atlanta it 
is thought that he will have with him all 
the plans for the new depot, and will sub- 
mit them to the city council and to the oth- 
er railroads that enter Atlanta with the 
hope of securing approval of the scheme 
that the work might begin without any un- 
recessary delay. 

_. A Great Want Supplied. 

When the plan for the buiding of a new 
and spacious passenger station has been 
carried out according to the statements of 
President Spencer Atlanta will have had a 
long felt want supplied. 

For many years it has been the silent 
dream of the Gate City of the South to have 
more adequate station facilities, 

Nothing falls shorter in the development 
of the city in the past than the failure here- 
tofore to carry out the many schemes that 
have been mentioned for the erection of a 
new passenger depot. 

The tone of Mr. Spencer’s statement is 
such as indicates how thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with this movement the Southern is 
and how eager are the Southern people to do 
all that can be done for the promotion of 
Atianta’s interest and welfare. 

Fature of the Atlanta and Florida. 

There is a great deal of speculation as to 
the future of the Atlanta and Florida, now 
that the Southern has scooped it. 


It is the opinion of some that the South. | 


ern will extend the road from Fort Valley 
to tap the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
which it also recently purchased. This is 
not borne out in the bounds of probability, 
however, to the student of the situation, 
for it must be considered that the Southern 
already owns a direct line to Micon, which 
connects with the Georgia Southern and 
Florida at that point, and with this road 
running to Atlanta it is not a reasonable 
presumption that another will be opened 
leading from the same connection beyond 
Macon. 

There is a great probability that the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia will be procured 
by the same interests and that an extension 
will be made from Marietta to bring this 
line to connect with the Atlanta and Fiori- 
da in Atlanta, thus forming a direct through 
line to Knoxville from southern Georgia, 
leading out to the northwest by the roads 
centering at Knoxville. 

Captain Thomas Talks. 

Captain W. Bailey Thomas, receiver of 
the Atlanta and Florida, who has just re 
turned from New York, Where he had a 
conference with Mr. Spencer, talks inter- 
estirgly about the new deal. 

“I am not informed of any definite plasg 
for the management of the Atlanta azd 
Florida by the Southern,” said he. 

“I am told by Mr. Spencer that there are 
no conrections anticipated just at this time 
other than such as have been named. The

WAT HARDIN 10 LEAD THE TICKER 


He Has Practically Enough Votes To 
Nominate on the First Ballot. 


SILVER MAN FOR TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN 


Administration Forces Have Precious Lit- 
tle on Which To Base Their Boasting. 
No Indorsement for Carlisle. 


Louisville, Ky., June 21.—(Special.)—The 
free silver men of Kentucky have not given 
up the fight as they are represented to have 
done by the newspapers of this city. They 
claim a majority of the delegates, and while 
they are willing to compromise for the good 
ot the party, they have no intention o: 1n- 
dorsing the administration's financial poli- 
cy. They might agree to adopt the 1892 
financial platform, but they will not have 
even an indorsement of Secretary Carlisle, 
for that would carry. with it a commenda- 
tion of the principles he advocates. 

“T have made a canvass of every county 
of the stat2,’’ said a prominent candidate 
this afternoon, ‘‘and I am satisfied that the 
silver men have at least 60 per cent of the 
delegates, They will nominate Wat Hardin 
for governor, and they will write the plat- 
form. The most that they will agree to is 
to indorse the administratien for being hon 
est cnd patrioti:, but they will go no furth- 
er, I depend upon a goldbug constituency 
that would knife me if I were quoted, but 
these are facts.” 

Mr. Hayden Trigg, a leading banker from 
southerr Kentucky, who has been here for 
s9.ne days and who hag taken a deep inter- 
est in the matter, has announced that he

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NO ACTION IN FINANCE. 
Republican Clabs Do Not Declare For 
or Against Silver. 

Cleveland, O., June 21.—There was noth- 
ing exciting about the last hour in the fight 
of the annual convention of the National 
League of Republican Clubs. The resolu- 
tions which have been pubtic property for 
some time were adopted without preface by 
their introducer or parley onthe part of 
those for whose consideration they were 
introduced. No roll call was had on their 
adoption and a lusty chorus of yeas against 
One or two nays showed that it Was almost 
the unanimous sense of the cunvention tnat 
it had no power to proclaim fis preference 
for gold or silver, for protection or free 
trade, or for any presidential candidate who 
is pushing his claims for recognition before 
the ae convention of the party to 
be heid in 1896. 

The most conservative party men who 
came here think the innovation is a wise 
one, The silver men are satisfied with the 
outcome and decided before today’s sssion 
began to make no outcry. They were fully 
heard in committee and assert that the re- 
sult shows a sentiment in favor of bimetal- 
lism that will spread to the national con- 
vention next year. The more radical ones 
hope for free silver, but all would be more 
than pleased with any sort of a plank which 
favors the white metal, whether that plank 
fixes their favorite ratio or not. Once in 
the platform they believe the double stand- 
and would rapidly gain in favor. 

There was no discordant voice in the big 
gathering which dissolved today a little 
after noon. Many sacrifices were made for 
the sake of harmony and it appeared to be 
the wish of the body that it should ge on 
record before the world as united on all 
points at issue, whatever differences might 
exist beneath the surface. 

With the exception of the 16 to 1 men, the 
speakers were very cautious is expressing 
a decided preference on the currency ques- 
tion. None of the presidential candidates 
came to the convention, Mr. McKinley ar- 
rived tonight after everything was over. 
He was met at the depot by the leading re- 
publican clubs of the city and enthusiasti- 
cally welcomed. Most of the delegates had 
returned to their homes, Duf those who re- 
mained were introduced, shaok hands and 
chatted a while with the famous Ohioan, 
who held a reception in the e@orridors of the 
Hollenden hotel. Chauncey M. Depew was 
expected up to the last moment, but he 
excused himself on the ground of other 
engagements. Thomas B. Reed was invited 
but declined and Senator Allison did the 
same. Maine was one of the three states 
not officially represented at the convention 
and the enemies of Mr. Reed are pointing 
to this fact with much glee. The other two 
states were New Hampshi!re and North Car- 
olina, which were, however, unofficially rep- 
resented. With General McAlpin as pres- 
ident and H. J. Dowling, of Minnesota, as 
secretary, the delegates feel that they have 
elected officers with a view to the best re- 
sults in the work required next year. No 
treasurer was chosen. His selection will be 
left to the executive committee. 

An excursion on the lake this afternoon 
ended the festivities provided by the local 
committee for the delegates. Tomorrow 
the newspaper men will entertained on 
the water.

Jadge Simonton Panishes Consfables for 
Seizing Liquor in Transit. 


IT WAS MARKED “FOR PRIVATE USE 


The Court Believes the Beverages 
Were To Be So Used. 


BLIND TIGER LIQUOR CAN BE SEIZED 


Raiding Officers Must Have Good Reason 
To Think That the Marks Are 
Improperly Used. 


Charleston, S. C., June 21.—(Special.)— 
The United States court today sent three 
of the state’s whisky constabulary ‘*o jqil 
for contempt of court in seizing liquors 
sent into the state for personal use in the 
teeth of the orders of the court. In im- 
posing the sentence Judge Simonton said: 

“I wish to state emphatically in the 
presence of all in this room that I do not 
intend the orders of this court to be used 
as a cloak for any Violations of the d:spen- 
sary law. The constables must act within 
their prescribed limits and not transgress 
them. If they have sufficient evidence 
that certain liquors are being imported for 
Sale they should immediately seize them, 
and I have promised them that this court 
will not intervene, but where they have 
not that proof they must keep their hands 
off the goods, for by seizing such liquors 
they are acting in disobedience and defiance 
of this court’s orders. I now dismiss the 
case against Constable Addison for seizing 
the liquor consigned to George Smyril, of 
Camden, as there was some evidence that 
he was engaged in the barroom business. 

‘TI sentence Constabie J. W. Clanton to 
one month in the Charleston county jiil 
and Constables S. G. Lafar and R. M. 
Wright to two months in the Richland and 
Anderson county jails respectively, there 
to remain until the liquor shail have been 
returned. The evidence in these cases cer-

THREE IN JAIL 


NERVY BANK ROBBERS, 


They Dash Through a Crowd, Es 
caping with $30,000. 


Duluth, Minn, June 21.—A messenger 
came in from Rainy Lake City tonight and 
reported the robbery of the bank of Rainy 
Lake, on the Canadian border, by two 
masked men, who, after holding up and 
knocking senseless the cashier and binding 
the teller, robbed the bank of some $30,000 
and made their escape. 

Just before the hour for closing last night, 
Cashier Johnsqn was standing within the 
bank railing, when suddenly two masked 
men appeared and rushed behind the coun- 
ter with drawn revolvers. The cashier made 
a jump for his gun, but before he could 
move a fcot he was felled tothe jloor with a 
club by one of the robbers while the other 
burglar lassoed the teller with a rope and 
threw him to the’floor, where he was bound 
and gagged. 

Cashier Johnson, after falling to the floor, 
made a desperate struggle and was shot 
at twice by his assailant, both balls going 
wild. The second robber, after disposing of 
the teller, came to the assistance of his 
companion and struck the cashier several 
heavy blows on the head with the butt or 
his revolver. One of the blows rendered 
Johnson unconscious and when he regained 
his senses he found himself bound hand 
and foot and lying under the counter. 

Several people cutside the bank had been 
attracted by the shots fired, but this diu not 
deter the robbers, who ‘ocked the front 
doors and proceeded to loot the vault. The 
inside door of the vault was locked. ‘The 
robbers demanded the Key from the cashier, 
refused, they gave him several 
3v this time a crowd had 
collected outside. The men hurriedly filled 
the front part of the vault door with pow- 
der and teuched it off, blowing the doors off 
and throwing things promisctously to the 
fioor. The rest was easy work. In the open 
safe, within the vault, were packages of 
bills znd quantities of silver, amovnting in 
all to over $40,000. The burglars stuffed 
thejr booty in bags brought for the purpose 
and cpening the front door charged through 
the crowd that had assembied. 

The boldness and suddenness of the deed 
staggered the onlookers and the ileeing men 
were a block away before any one seemed 
to realize what had happened. They turned 
a corner and suddenly seemed to be swal- 
lowed up. By the time the crowd had gath- 
ered its senses and started in pursuit the 
burglars were nowhere to be seen. 

A posse was at once formed and is now in 
pursuit, and the men they are after will 
doubtless be shot on sight if caught. — 

Telegrams have been sent in every direc- 
tion, giving a description of the men. It is 
believed they have headed for Lake Supe- 
rior county in order to board some passing 
steamer, 

The bank’s cashier was very painfully 
bruised and will be somewhat disfigured for 
several days to come, but his wounds are 
not serious. The intention was evidently 
to kill him, 

For some days several strange and suspi- 
cious-looking men have been hanging 
around the town and it is believed that the 
two who did the work are part of an or- 
ganized gang, as all have suddenly disap- 
peared. At a’small boarding house on the 
outskirts of the town it is learned that 
shortly after the hour at which the bank 
was robbed a wagon was seen going by at 
a breakneck speed and containing five 
rough-looking men. 

This robbery is the first of the kind that 
the city ever experienced, and the excite- 
ment is intense. 

More searching parties are being formed. 
The bank is the only one in Rainy Lake 
City, and has been running since the incor- 
poration of the town. It will not be mate- 
rially affected by the robbery, as the pro- 
prietors of it are wealthy.

Krooz shot Jacobi in the back of the 
head as the latter was seated at¢the desk 
writing. *«Krooz had been discharged and 
the relief agent was on the train that ar- 
rived shortly after the tragedy occurred, 
There is said to be no shortage in his ac- 
counts, but,that he had become careless in 
doing his business. fxrooz leaves a wife 
aed fear children, one being a married 
daughter. ‘The other children are aged 
eighteen, ‘twelve and ight, respectively.

TIME FOR PARLIAMENT TO DISSOLVE 


The Duke of Cambridge Will Retire from 
the Command of the Army to 
tbe Delight of Many. 


London, June 21.—In the house of com- 
Mons today Mr. H. Campbell Bannerman, 
Secretary of state for war, announced that 
the duke of Cambridge would retire from 
the command of the army. In making the 
@nnouncement the secretary said: 

“At the close of the fiscal year his 
royal highness, the duke of Cambridge, 
will relinquish the position of chief in 
command of the British forces which he 
has held so long. He has devoted his 
whole life to the service and has identified 
himself with the army. It is hardly possi- 
ble that any one engaged in the ctfvil ad- 
ministration of the army can make this an- 
nouncement without feelings of emotion. 
We can look back with admiration and 
gratitude upon his long career, which has 
been distinguished by consistent zeal and 
marked by marvelous improvements in the 
army. His resignation has imposed upon 
the government a serious task. The duke 
of Cambridge cannot be succeeded by any 
otficer who combines such large and va- 
ried powers and abilities.” 

The government, he said, would accept 
and proceed in the premises upon the prin- 
ciples of the duke of Devonshire’s scheme 
of arnyy commission, embodying a plan 
whereby the secretary of state for war 
Would be advised by a deliberative council 
composed of éxperienced officers. (Cries of 
“Hear! hear!’’) 

Mr. Arthur J. Balfour sald the house 
must all feel that the severance of the duke 
of Cambridge’s connection with the army 
Was an event which must move the coun- 
try, fcr the moment, but they must ex- 
clude this feeling from their consideration 
‘of practical questions which could not be 
long deferred. It was certain, however, 
that they would never find any man who 
wouwld inspire greater affection in the 
army or who would be animated by any 
higher sense of public duty as well as his 
duty to the quecm and to parliament. 

Mr. Campbell Bannerman further said 
that the appointment of a commander-in- 
chief of the army would be maintained, 
but his functions would be greatly modi- 
filed. He would be subject to the ordinary 
rules affecting staff officers and his office 
would be tenable for a period of ten years, 
which term wvuuld be capable of extension 
if desirabl2. The commander-in-chief would 
be the principal military adviser of the sec- 
retary of state for war, whose council] 
Would consist of five general officers. 

During the debate on the war estimates, 
the Hon. William St. John Broderick, con- 
Servative member of the Guilford division 
of Surrey, asked for certain information 
in regard to the present Supply of small 
arms and ammunition. 

Mr. Campbell Bannerman §gaid that the 
estimate comprehended enough to meet 
the current needs. 

Mr. Broderick Was not satisfied with this 
answer and moved that the Salary of the 
secretary of state for war be reduced £100 
to cover what he alleged was a deficit in 
the army’stores, etc. 

Mr. Campbell Bannerman contended that 
the estimate for small arms was ample 
to render possible the mobilization of three 
army corps of 110,000 men, with sufficient 
ammunition. 

Arthur J, Balfour, the conservative lead- 
er in the house, held that the vote asked 
for would not provide a proper supply of 
arms. 

Joseph Chamberlain, the liberal-unionist 
leader, said that the supply on hand was 
a long way behind what the Japanese army 
had when it took the field. 

George J. Goschen, formerly chancellor 
of the exchequer, said he concluded, after 
listening to the debate, that, using the word 
“reserve’’ in its ordinary sense, Great Bit- 
ain had no reserve at all. 

The division was then taken and the gov- 
ernment was defeated by a vote of 132 to 125. 

The result surprised both sides. After the 
house had again calmed down to businesa 
the lobbies were crowded with members 
discussing the situation. The consensus of 
opinion among the liberals was that the 
government ought not to take the extreme 
step of dissolving parliament on its defeat 
in such a minor matter. 

In conversation Mr. Campbell Bannerman 
said the government must find another sec- 
retary of state for war. 

A conservative whip, repiying to charges 
that it was a trick division, denied that 
there was any strategem. He added that 
the government’s defeat was the legitimate 
compleme™ of a series of meidents con- 
nected with war office mismanagement. 

Several liberads, including Sir Charles 
Dilke, voted against the government. In an 
interview Sir Charles said he hoped the 
government would not take its defeat se- 
riously. It might get out of the difficulty 
by putting back a vote for the secretary of 
war’s salary. Doubtless when this was pro- 
posed the house would agree to it.

CHRISTENS THE 


Emperor William Lays the Keystone 
of the Kaiser Wilhelm. 

Kiel, June 21.-—-Everybody was stirring at 
an early hour this morning, securing places 
of vantage to see the ceremony of laying 
the keystone of the canal at Holtenau. Doz- 
cus of steamers went from Kiel to places 
mar the lock, among which was the press 
stezmer, which was allotted a guod place. 
Invited guests and those who had secured 
tickets for the tribunes arrived betwen 10 
and 10:30 o’clock. Thousands flocked .0o 
Holtenau by land and water. 

Never did the harbor of Kiel present so 
a@nimated an appearance. The warm sun 
from early morning shove upon hundreds of 
gayly decorated vessels and majestic-looking 
warships at anchor, Dozens of vessels were 
hitting from one point of the bay,to an- 
otwer. 

The kaiser went ta Holtenau early on 
board a 3team launch. 

The entire highway from Kiel to the mouth 
of the canal had been beflagged. The coun- 
try here is remarkably beautiful., Trees !ine 
the rcad for a greater part of .he distance, 
and here and there groves of beechwood, af- 
fording cool shade, are passed. At places 
where the country is open, glimpses of the 
vay and the distant sea ave afforded. 

Innimerable triumphal arches, bearing 
mottoes and portraits of the emperor, had 
been erected, and villages and hamiets on the 
short route showed a profusion of flags and 
bunting. 

Holtenau, which gives its name to the new 
lock, is picturesquely situated four or five 
miles from Kiel, and nearly a mile from

thusiastic greeting smilingly. His majesty, 
having’ taken a standing position before the 
dais, Chancellor Hohenlohe asked imperial 
asscnt to commence the proceedings, and. 
then read a document relating to the cere- 
mony, after which the kaiser approached 
the stone, and receiving a mallet from the 
Bavarian plenipotentiary in the bundersrath, 
tapped the stone three times. The stone 
also received blows from royal princes pres- 
ent, from members of the bundesrath, min- 
isters of state and a score of other state of- 
ficials. } 

The stone being laid the kaiser returned 
to his place at the dais, 

At the corclusion of the ceremonies the, 
emperor went on board the Hohenzollern, 
where he took luncheon. Salutes to his ma- 
jesty were fired by several of the warships 
in the bay. 

It had been arranged in the course of the 
preparations for the celebration that the as- 
sembled warships should steam past the 
Hohonzollern in revtew, but for some unex- 
plained reason it was decided later that the 
emperor's yacht should ‘merely . steam 
through the lines of the German and for- 
eign fleets lying at anchor, This was 
accordingly done, ali of the ships saluting 
the Hohenzollern as she passed. Ali of the 
ships were literally covered with flags and 
in the bright sunshine made a magnificent 
spectacle. 

The emperor in laying the keystone of the 
canal said: 

“In memory of Emperor William the 
Great I christen this canal the ‘Kaiser 
Wilhelm’ canal.” His majesty then tapped 
the stone three times, continuing: 

“In the name of God, in honor of the 
Emperor William I, for the weal of Germa- 
ny and the welfare of nations.’’ 

The weather was brilliant and the spec- 
tators were numbered by thousands, 

The imperial yacht Hohenzgzollern in be- 
giining the review of the foreign and Ger- 
man warships assembled in the harbor, left 
her anchorage at 3 o’clock and steamed 
out from the mouth of the canal, turning 
northward and going between the first 
and second of the four lines of ships an- 
chored above the entrance on the west 
Side cf the bay. These two lines comprised 
the Russian, Spanish, Swedish, Norwegian 
and Dutch vessels. Rounding the norther- 
most Dutch ship, she returned between 
the fourth tine, comprised of three Aus- 
tricn and “our German ships, and a line 
along the east bank consisting of one Aus- 
trian, two Rour ania, two Italian and one 
Turkish ship. 

She continved on that side towards the 
Seuthern end of the bay, parsing the 
French fleet and, rounding the British ship 
Blenheim, went up between the Enylish 
and the German line. The emperor stood 
alone behind the main mast and above 
the commander’s bridge, the Hohenzollern 
band playing unceasirgly; while the bands 
of the various ships without regard to na- 
tiorality, played ‘“‘Hail der Siegerkranz.”’ 
Most of the warships had their yards inan- 
ned and the cheering was incessant. 

Banqueting the Visitors. 

As soon as the naval review was finished 
@ grand banquet Wes® held in the imperial 
marquee at Holtenau, where 1,066 guests 
Sat down to the dinner, which lasted a 
long time. ‘Lhe great hall in which the 
Kaiser's banquet took place is built on the 
south side (Kiel side), of the canal, along 
the torpedo shelter, which runs from the 
mouth of the canal towards Wik bay, and 
is separated from Kiel harbor by a mole. 
The idea to give the building the appro- 
priate shape of a ship originated with the 
emperor himself. When the design for 
such a building, drawn in the usual style, 
Surmounted by turrets, ete., was submit- 
ted to him, his majesty reversed it and 
drew on the back with a pencil a sketch 
of the projected hall in the form of a vesse]J 
of the seventeenth century. 

Tonight the town is a seething mass of 
humanity. Thousands of sailors and sol- 
diers in every variety of uniform are in 
the streets or in the public resorts, all 
mingling in the heartiest of good comrade- 
ship. The windows of the shops are filled 
with naval devices and much of the same 
Kind of ornamentation can be seen in the 
windows of the private residences. The 
hotels, restaurants amd temporary booths 
are feeding a constant stream of visitors 
whose appetites have been sharpened by 
the excitement cf the day. 

At dusk the scene on the water was one 
of unparalleled beauty. All the warships 
were outlincd with a fairy-like tracery of 
lamps and some of them had brilliant dis- 
plays of fireworks. Altogether the display 
was the most brilliant ever seen here and 
probably finer tran any ever seen in Ger- 
raany. The fireworks display of the Amer- 
kans was the most admired. The New 
York, the temporary flagship of the squad- 
ron, had a magnificent design sixty feet 
leng against her funnels. It read: ‘‘Amer- 
ica sends hearty greetings to Germany upon 
the completion of the canal.” 

An international fete took place tonight, 
to which all press men wer: invited by 
the authorities and journalistic society of 
the city.

IN THE INTEREST OF PEACE, 


The Presidents of Central American 
States Confer. 


Amapala, Salvador, June’ 21.—Presidents 
Gutierrez, of Salvador; Bonilla, of Hondu- 
ras, and Zelaya, of Nicaragua, have been 
in conference here several days to prevent 
exiles of any of these countries residing in 
either of the others from fomenting revolu- 
tions. The absence of such an agreement 
has been the most fruitful source of revolu- 
tions in these three countries and the presi- 
dents in conference have reached a practi- 
cal understanding, which is confidently ex- 
pected to eradicate the evil and to assure 
peace in Central America. Since the war 
between Honduras and Nicaragua last year, 
which resulted in Bonilla being made presi- 
dent of Honduras, and the revolution in 
Salvador a little later, when the Ezeta 
brothers were expelled, the greatest obstacle 
to Central American union has been the 
question at present under discussion by 
the presidents here. Guatemala, Costa Rica 
and Salvador have negotiated treaties of 
close alliance. 


An Agreement Reached. 

Pittsburg, Pa., June 21.—The conference 

between the executive committee of the as- 
sociation of the iron and steel manutact- 
-urers and the committee of the Amalga- 
mated Association reached terms of agree- 
ment late last night, after two days’ ses- 
sion. The workers conceded a change of 
base, which is mow separate from the gen- 
erai scale based on bar iron.

Some [Improvement Is Apparent in At- 
lanta in the;Dry Goods and Grocery 
Trade~Heavy Business in W ool. 


New York, June 21.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 


row will say: 

“The feature of the business week is 
the customary check to activity in trad- 
ing in staple articles of merchandise, due 
to the near approach of midsummer, with 
the accompanying stock taking in some 
lines. In addition to this, perhaps the only 
other thing not pointing to improvement 
is the reaction of prices of cotton, coal, 
wheat, flour, corn, oats, pork and lard from 
previous relatively high levels. In almost 
all other directions reports on the business 
situation and outlook are exceptionally 


favorable. 

“The New York stock market keeps its 
strength in the face of high exchange 
rates and the absence of foreign interest. 

“Favorable crop prospects, especially in 
southwestern territory, and the rise in iron 
and steel prices; create a bullish profes- 
sional temper, under which realizing sales 
have little effect. The return of one of the 
bond syndicate leaders from Europe is 
regarded as a bullish influence. 

“Notwithstanding the reaction in the 
price of cotton, cotton goods in some in- 
stances are higher, with the market quiet 
and likely to remain so until after July 
4th. Woolen goods are quiet with mills 
fairly well employed where labor troubles 
have not interfered. 

“Trading in wool has been very heavy 
and while sales at the west have been made 
at low prices, quotations have since ad- 
vanced 4%2.@1 cent per pound, thus appa- 
rently placing wool in line with leather, 
wheat, corn, cotton, iron and steel. 
Among the staples which have enjoyed a 
revival the demand for iron and steel cun- 
tinues, perhaps, the most striking feature. 
In a few instances certain grades of iron 
have enjoyed the unusual distinction of 
having quotations advanced twice within 
the week. Since the rise in prices began 
pig iron has advanced 25 and steel billets 
about 30 per cent in price, and reserve 
plants are being pressed into service. 

“In the southern states business continues 
at about mid-summer proportions, with im- 
provement Th dry goods and groceries, at 
Chattanooga and Atlanta, a better fecling 
in trade circles at Birmingham, and only 
a moderate expansion of business at Gal- 
veston.”’ 

What Dun & Co. Suy. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s report says: 

“Failures for the second week of June 
show liabilities of only $2,092,388, of which 
$702.35. Were manufacturing and $1,324,625 
were trading concerns, against $2,917,085 in 
all for the same week last year, of which 
$688,137 were manufacturing and #2,220,/b0 
were trading concerns. Additions for the 
first week of June raise the aggregate tor 
two weeks, including the Cordage coneern, 

2> Were maliu- 
facturing and $3,384.116 were trading con- 
cerns Failures for the week have been 228, 
in the United States, against 21% last year 
and 3lin Canada, against 25 last year, 

“He who sees setback in business at this 
time must be gazing through a telescope 
pointed by mistake at some other country. 
From all parts of the United States the 
best advices obtainable tell of a rising tide 
of trade and industry, which threatens here 
and there to mount too far and too fast. 
The volume of all business is by no means 
equal to that of 1892 as yet, though in some 
important branches larger than in that of 
other years. Daily payments through clear- 
ing hcises in June are 26.9 per cent larger 
than last year, though 8.6 per cent smalicr 
than in 1892, the last year of full business at 
this season. A rise of more than a quarter 
in a single year is more significant because, 
in spite of recent advances, the prices of 
commodities 2s a whole average a fraction 
of 1 per cent lower than a year ago. Two 
influpnees of tremenious power contribute 
to Jbe rise, encouraging crop 2ews and con- 
fident replenishing of stocks,which have been 
for two yeirs depleted to the utmost. When 
business payments have so long been $15,- 
000,000 yearly less than before it is not 
strange that the inérease should be at the 
rate of $11,000,000 a year when faith in the 
future inspires a general replenishment of 
stocks, 

‘Excepting too heavy rains in Texas, crop 
revorts this weck have been highly encour- 
aging. Future injury to cotton cannot be 
predicted, but as yet nothing indicates a 
yield Lelow 7,500,000 bales, which would not 
be supposacd to threaten famine if the com- 
mercial and mill stocks were remembered, 
now exceeding 2,500,000 bales, a full con- 
sumption until September ist. Receipts con- 
tidue small and consumption close to the 
maximum here an. abroad, though the mar- 
keting of British goods .s not entirely en- 
couraging. Liberal purchases of all pro- 
ducts by the south do not indicate belief 
that any serious misfortune impends. Se 
the strong trade in the grain growing states 
accords with brighter crovo prospects. 

“The rush for supplies in iron and steel re- 
sembles a ‘bear panic’ in the stock market. 
Because prices are mounting everybody hur- 
ries to buy, sc that they mount higher, 

“Bessemer iron has reached $12.6 at Pitts- 
burg, the bar association has advanced com- 
mon to $1.15, the wire nail association puts 
up the price to $1.50 per keg, the steel rail 
makers have raised the price to $24, eastern 
and southern furnaces nave both raised 
prices again 50 cents per ton, and structural 
bcams are $1.35, and angles $1.25. It is un- 
deniable that works in operation are crowd- 
ed with orders-and others which have been 
idle for years are preparing to resume, At 
the same time the most potent cause of the 
upward start in prices, the general belicf 
that a combination of coke producers would 
raise the price to $1.50 after July Ist, is ap- 
parently removed by war among the produc- 
ers, and a fall to $1.25 in contracts for the 
last half of 1895. 

“Advances continue in cotton goods an 
are sustained by unusual demand and scar- 
city at a time when the mills are generally 
anxious to clear off old stocks. Shipments 
of boots and shoes for the week have been 
the largest ever known in any week, 105,401 
cases, according to the Shoe and Leather 
Reporter, and for three weeks of June have 
been 11 per cent larger than in any previous 
year. Many shops are stopping, though 
most have orders to August or September. 

“With sterling exchange at the shipping 
point, gold exrorts are not expected, unless 
the syndicate sees fit to make them for pur- 
poses of its own, although the merchandise 
balance would call for shipments, and for- 
eign trading in Siocks has been insignifi- 
cant. Evidences of better employment of 
money in the interior multiply, but funds 
continue to gravitate higher, and one large 
loan for an Olneyville mill, with good New 
York indorsement, was placed for forty-five 
days at 1% per cent per annum, although 
commercial loans are more freely offered 
and taken.” 


Will Double Its Capacity. 

Houston, Mich., June 21.—The Quincy 
Mining Company will build a new stamp 
mill adjoining its mill at Mason, and of 
the same capacity. This will double the 
capacity of the property, which now pro- 
duces 10,000 tons of refined copper annually, 
and will make it the strongest competitor 
of the Calumet and Hecla.

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Atlanta and Florida will prove a great 
feeder for the Southern with its focus in 
Atlanta, and the Southern has made the 
purchase simply becuuse the road was for 
sale at such a low figure that it was deem- 
ed the part of wisdom to get it at the 
‘price named. 

“One thing that has always burdened 
the Atlanta and Florida has been the dif- 
ficulty of getting connections in Atlanta 
and the lack of terminal facilities. 

“Of course, it will now come into the 
city on the Southern’s tracks and this dif- 
ficulty will be obviated. This will be a 
great improvement for the Atlanta and 
Florida and the road will certainly be 
made stronger and better with an excellent 
train service ’’ 

Something of the Atlanta and Florida 

The Atlanta and Florida is one of the 
youngest roads that has found its way into 
Atlanta. 

It extends from this city directly south- 
ward 104 miles, Fort Valley being the 
southern terminus, The road traverses one 
of the richest and best regions of the 
state and was originally intended to extend 
on to the Florida centers. 

The Southern gets it at a cost of $2,850 
per mile, which igs remarkably cheap. 

The scheme for the completion of the 
road was never successful, and for several 
years it has been running under serious 
difficulties as a local line without the 
enjoyment of many advantages and con- 
nections or traffic arrangement with the 
great trunk lines of this region of the 
south. There was great difficulty in get- 
ting the new road into the city limits of 
Atlanta and for quite a long while it was 
forced to stop its trains in the western 
suburbs about a mile and a half from the 
city. 

Recently the Atlanta and Florida made 
a deal by which it brought its trains into 
the city and has been running them from 
the old East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia passenger depot at Mitchell street, 

It is not difficult to calculate the great 
advantage to Atlanta that will come from 
this deal, by which the Atlanta and Flor- 
ida is to become one of the strong roads 
that enter the city with equal rights of 
entrance into the new union passenger de- 
pot that Mr. Spencer will build for At- 
lanta, 


A GENERAL CONSOLIDATION. 


Railroad People Are Talking of a 

Great Combination of Interests, 

Savannah, Ga.,June 21.—(Special.)— A well- 
known railroad man here says there is a 
movement on foot backed by the Southern 
Railway Company and its officers to con- 
solidate all the big railroad systems of the 
south under one gigantic management, In

riously talked of. This would bring 
all the big systems together, the idea being, 
he says, to stop the general rate cutting and 
securing business through improper meth- 
ods which has been going on for years. 


MACON AND NORTHERN 


Rejects the Proposal To Join in the 
Central Reorganization. 

Baltimore, Md., June 21.—The bondholders 
of the Macon and Northern railroad met at 
the office of the Baltimore Trust and Guar- 
antee Company today and rejected the pro- 
posal that they join in. the reorganization 
of the Georgia Central railroad, of which 
system it was formerly a part.

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WAR NEWS SUPPRESSED. 


The People in Havana Do Not Know 
What Is Occurring. 

‘¥ston, Mass., June 21.—Mr. E. P. Mc- 
Donough, who, for twenty years has travel- 
ed the length and breadth of Cuba and left 
there just a week ago yesterday, talked free- 
ly of matters there. He confirms the report 
of the death of Jose Marti, the patriot lead. 
er, and states that $10,000,000 of American 
property is now’ at stake in Santiago 
through the lack of an American war ves- 
sel. England, France and Germany have 
Ships in the harbor of Santiago. 

“To begin with,” paid Mr. McDonough, 
“Havana does not know anything about the 
war that is being carried on down in San- 
tiago. Business is good and everything 
points to success for the merchants. At 
the same time the revolutionists have the 
best of it where they are making the fight, 
and it is now common property that large 
concessions will be granted by Spain to 
bring the war to an early close. The day 
before I left Havana, Captain General Cam- 
pos called a meeting of the business men 
to find out their ideas as to what would be 
necessary to save the country from further 
despoiling. What the result of that meeting 
was I cannot tell, but the reformationists, 
or home rule party, were jubilant, and some 
sort of a home government may be safely 
prophesied. There is no defying the fact 
that Spain needs lots of money to carry on 
the war, and it is a war now raging in the 
Santiago districts. More than this, Spain 
needs men. Troops now on the ground 
are played out. Their legs are swollen, they 
have not had sufficient food and there has 
been no pay for three months. The sum- 
mer season, with the yellow fever in every 
breath, is at hand, and General Campos, 
I believe, will carry out his policy of sav- 
ing half a loaf, through concessions by the 
mother country, rather than lose the island 
through a never-ending warfare, such as 
how is being carried on by the belligerents. 

“Marti is dead,” continued Mr. McDon- 
ough. “This, I know. It will be a gad 
blow to many countrymen of his 
who have known him for years and watched 
the untirlng work he did for Cuba Libre. 

“Colonel Ruiz showed a letter in Camp 
Echalela from General Gomez in which 
he lamented the loss of Marti as ‘our good, 
and sincere friend who had parted from 
us.’ I was present when both these identi- 
cal letters were read. The first one was 
rolled up until it was no larger than a 
quarter; the second was about ‘the size of 
a Columbian postage stamp, and was car- 
ried behind the scout’s left ear, thrust in 
his matted long hair.’’ 
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FENGAR’S STATEMENT. 


To Disprove What the 
Lieutenant Says. 
Fernandina, Fla., June 21.—Lieutenant C. 
C. Fengar, commander of the revenue 
Steamer Boutwell, having returned to Sa- 
vannah with his vessel, it was impossible 
to see him here today in regard to the des- 
perate effort made in a Jacksonville paper 
today to disprove his statements. The 
Lowlands, whose commander is quoted in 
partial denial, has gone to sea, but the com- 
mander of the Sylvia, when approached, 
said he was not aboard his vessel at the 
time Fengar visited it and oniy knows 
from the statement of his mate what oc- 
curred at that time. He says he did not 
speak officially, and from his talk it is evi- 
dent he had only a nebulous idea that Fen- 
gar was looking for contraband goods. 
Lieutenant Fengar did not hesitate to 
speak in the mpst positive and indignant 
terms, and signed his statement. It will 
be observed that in contradiction not a 
signed statement appears, and it would 
seem that signed-statements could nave 
been as easily obtained as unsigned ones, 
if there had been any to get. No attempt 
is made to substantiate the original asser- 
tion that an English officer became ir dig- 
nant. It is Known that revenue sifice-s al- 
ways board vessels in the manner stated 

by Fengar. 

T. C. Borden, vice consul, quoted, sys 
he did not say that it is not or has not 
been the custom for revenue officers to 
board vessels in that way. Possibly the 
departure of Fengar from Fernandina was 
taken advantage of to substantiate a story 
which he had branded as false. Between 
tne signed statements of a well-known offi- 
cer of the United States marine, and wn- 
signed and only quoted words of others, the 
public will be able to determine the truth- 
fulness of the matter in controversy. 


Attempts 


May Aid the Insurgents. 


Gloucester, Mass., June 21.—The schooner 
Henry Stanbury, a fast-sailing fishing ves- 
sel recently purchased at this port, sailed 
from here yesterday afternoon for Key 
West, Fla. Her new owner is Dr. J. L. 
Edgar, of Dunedin, Fla. After being re- 
fitted at Key West she will be taken to 
Port Tampa, which will be her home port. 
Mr. Edgar says that it was his intention 
to put this vessel in the fruit trade betWeen 
gulf ports and Honduras, although instead 
of engaging in the carrying of fruit he 
might put his vessel in some other business, 
Dr. Edgar appeared greatly in symputhy 
with the Cuban insurrectionists, and said 
he hoped that they would gain their in- 
dependence. “I have visited Cuba memeny 
times,’ he said, ‘‘and 1 am somewhat iuc- 
quainted with a number of leading men 
who are now defying the Spanish govern- 
ment, and hope they may be successiul in 
overthrowing it and gaining their libeity.’”’ 

The more men Spain sent, he said, the 
easier it would be to beat her. Spain was 
a poverty-stricken country, and her re- 
sources would soon become exhausted. The 
troops; if not killed, would die from star- 
vation and yellow fever, as they were not 
used to the climate. While the government 
troops were well equipped, they could rot 
compete with the guerilla methods of the 
Cubans. 

The Report Not True. 

Washington, June 21.—Senor Deputy de 
Lome, the Spanish minister at Washington, 
has just received a dispatch from the cap- 
tain general of Cuba as follows: 

“General Martinez Campos is quite well 
in Santiago de Cuba and the news reported 
of his being wounded is not true.’’ 


TO TEACH AMERICAN HISTORY. 


Captain Garrett Appointed to a Chair 
at the Peabody Normal. 

Nashville, Tenn,, June 21.—(Special.)—The 
state board of education met in regular 
session in the superintendent’s office at 
the capitol today. The most important 
business transacted was the election of 
Captain A. R. Garrett to the chair of 
American history at the Peabody Normal 
college. Captain Garrett was nominated 
for the position by Chancellor Payne. Ix- 
State Superintendent Smith moved that 
the nomination be confirmed. The motion 
was seconded by ex-State Superintendent 
Thomas H. Paine, of Jackson, who em- 
phasized Captain Garrett’s fitness for the 
position. He was unanimously contirmed.

IN BALLEW’S FAVOR. 


The Burrell Woman’s Suit To Recover 
Fees Goes Against Her. 

Rome, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—Another 
chapter in the celebrated Ballew-Burwell 
case has just gone on record in the city 
court of Rome, in the nature of a vindica- 
tion for Colonel A. W. Ballew. 

The case has excited much interest all 
over the state. Through the assistance of 
Colonel Ballew and his son, Hurley Bal- 
lew, a negro Woman named Lucy Burwell 
succeeded in securing a government pen- 
sion, the back pay of which amounted to 
several thousand dollars, $1,800 of which 
she paid over to Hurley Ballew as her 
attorney. 

Afterwards through the machinations of 
a negro preacher she entered a criminal 
prosecution in the federal court against 
Colonel Ballew, which, after a lively, tedi- 
ous trial, resulted in his conviction. 

He appealed from the decision and the 
case is still pending, and-if it is decided 
against him he will have to pay a heavy 
fine and suffer imprisonment. 

Shortly after the case was decided the 
Witnesses in the case disappeared and left 
for parts unknown. 

At the same time the federal court was 
appealed to Lucy Burwell also sued the 
Ballews for the recovery of the $1,800 fre 

In the trial of this case, which has just 
been concluded, Dean & Dean and W. W. 
Vandiver represented the defendant, while 
Wright & Henry appeared for the plaintiff, 
and a battle royal ensued among these le- 
gal lights. 

It was proved by Judge King, president 
of the Merchants’ bank, that Lucy Bur- 
well cashed her government check, count- 
ed it carefully, and then deposited it in 
that bank. : 

It was then proved that she voluntarily 
paid Hurley Ballew the $1,800 for his ser- 
vices rendered, which were in the way of 
carrying her from place to place and es- 
tablishing her identity as tne real wife of 
the soldier, another woman having set up 
the same claim and having drawn his 
bounty money and monthly wages. 

The latter woman had twice defeated 
the Durweil woman when the Ballews came 
into the case, and as Hurley Ballew had 
assisted her so much in securing the pen- 
Sion, she drew up the check of her own 
account, in the presence of witnesses, and 
turned it over to Ballew. 


These facts being established, Judge Har- 


ris directed that the jury find a verdict for 
the defendants without leaving their seats, 
Which was done, and _ this part of the 
Cause celebre was ended. 

There is considerable interest as to what 
effect the result of this case will have in 
the federal courts, where Colonel Ballew is 
menaced by a heavy fine and a long term 
This result is a clear 
Vindication of the conduct of the Ballews.

A TAME CELEBRATION. — | 


Japanese Cannot. be Enthusiastic 
Over the Terms of Peace. 


Kioto, Japan, May 28.—(From a Staff Cor- 
respondent.)—Affairs in Japan and the far 
east remain in an unsettled condition and 
new clouds of impending warfare float in 


the distant skies. 

The emperor and ministers are yet here, 
and two days ago the people of this city, 
under pressure, celebrated the victory of 
and the declaration of peace. It 
was, so far as enthusiasm goes, @ very 
tame celebration. There were millions of 
flags and lanterns but the Japanese people, 
though naturally enthusiastic, feel that for- 
eign interference in their victory has 
robbed them of a large part of what there 
was to enthuse over. 

The threatened uprising against the min- 
istry throughout Japan has been subdued 
by the announcement that the complica- 
tions are not at an end and that Japan may 
yet have more fighting to do. 

The Japanese people are patriotic in the 
extreme. They fight among themselves 
but the moment an outside enemy begins 
to snarl they lose sight of all internal 
differences and unite for Japan. 

Thus, while the results of the war are 
being straightened out, the opposition to 
the ministry has drawn off. It is holding 
off because it is believed that Russia 1s 
about to strike for territory in Corea. It 
is known that Russia has for years been 
planning for a more southern far-eastern 
port than Vladivostok. Russia wants an 
eastern harbor open all the year round 
as an outlet for its great Siberian railway, 
to be completed within a few years, and it 
is believed Port Lazaref, in Broughton 
bay, on the east coast-of Corea and on the 
same parallel of latitude as Port Arthur, 
is her intended acquirement. 

Instead of decreasing her naval force in 
oriental waters since Japan gave up Man- 
churia, Russia keeps all her ships here, is 
adding to the defenses at ViadivostokK and 
continues to increase her army at and 
near that point. It is also true that Rus- 
sian envoys- are now in Corea. and’ news 
cones from there that they are subsidizing 
the corkupt rulers of that now independ- 
ent Kingdom, and getting closer to the 
throne than Count Inouye, the Japanese 
adviser of the king.

In explaining this suppression of newspa- 
pers to me one of the high offictals said 
if strict censorship was not maintained 
over the press inflammatory editorials 
would be printed and the naturally enthusi- 
astic people would be aroused to such a 
pitch as to force a declaration of war with 
Russia at once, and with France and Ger- 
‘many, too, if necessary.

MTERS TAKEN ILL AGAIN YESTERDAY 


Today He Will Go on the Stand and 
i Make His Statement. 


HOW THE CASE WENT YESTERDAY 


Court Will Begin This Morning at 8 
O’Clock, if Myers Is Well Enough. 
The Mother and the Son. 


Although scheduled ‘to begin yesterday 
morning at 8 o’clock, the trial of Myers 
Was not started until noon, two interrup- 
tions following during the afternoon. 

It was not until after 6:30 o'clock yester- 
day evening that court adjourned, and it 
is to meet again this morning at 8 
o’clock. There will probably be three ses- 


sions today, though there is no hope that | 


the case will be concluded if the original 
programme of three speeches a side is ad- 
hered to, and it probably will be. 

Myers was overcome by weakness and 
pain yesterday afternoon shortly after 3 
o’clock and it was nearly three quarters 
of an hour before he rallied sufficiently to 
return to the courtroom. There were a 
number of rumors as to the cause of his 
iliness. It was stated that he had perito- 
nitis and appendicitis. This is not true, 
however, though one of these may develop 
latter. 

The truth is, however, that the young 
defendant was very near acute indigestion. 
He suffered intensely from pains in the 
etomach and has been unable to retain any 
food. He has been consequently much 
weakened. It was thought yesterday 
afternoon that the court would shave to 
adjourn uatil some time today, but the 
county physician, who was_- sent for, 
thought that Myers was well enough to 
proceed with the hearing. He wrote a 
staittement to this effect directed to Judge 
Hart and the judge instructed the case to 
go on. 

In the event that Myers ts no better to- 
day ‘the jury will not be dismissed. Judge 
Hart will keep the-jurors together for a 
week, very likely, if necessary. He in- 
tends that the trial shall be completed and 
that it shall go forward with as little de- 
lay as possible. He was asked yesterday 
what he would do in the event that the 
county physician decided Myers too ill to 
go to court. 

‘“T shall certainly hold the jury ‘together,”’ 
eaid Judge Hart. “I should hold the jury 
for three or four days or more. This trial 
has been an expensive one for Fulton coun- 
ty and I do not care to entail any more 
expense than is necessary. I only wish 
that the case might have been concluded 
Saturday evening. If the defendant is too 
sick to appea® in court it rests with the 
county physician to so declare.”’

The attorneys 
knew nothing of Durden, but he was found 
By one of the newspaper men reporting 
the trial. The witness corroborated the 
Statement of Myers regarding the junket 
he took to Inman Park. Conductor Dur- 
den testified that several days or a week 
before ‘the killing Myers, in company with

This tallles with Myers’s story of the visit 
to Inman Park and the between 
himself and Brown Allen regarding the 
sister. On the cross-examination, how- 
ever, the witness was unable to say that 
he saw the girl’s face, but simply judged 
that she was not over twenty years of age 
by her movements and general appearance. 

A begro witness named Tom Boone de- 
nied absolutely the most important part 
of an affidavit he had made for the defense 
and denied that he had sworn to some very 
material testimony. In the affidavit 
sworn to by Boone it was stated that he 
saw ‘the third man joined by Myers, whom 
he recognized, and the other man in the 
buggy. Yesterday on the stand he swore 
that he never made such a statement and 
that he did not see the third man join 
Myers and the man in the buggy. 

Alfred Summers swore that 
Standing near The Constitution building 
about 8 o’clock on the morning of the 
Crowley murder and that a man nicely 
dressed asked him if he had seen any 
mules go by. He also asked him where 
Stewart & Bowden's stable was. 

There was an interesting witness named 
A. T. Stewart, who was formerly ad- 
dicted to the morphine habit. There was 
some lively exchange of words between 
the witness and “fhe various attorneys. 
Eight o’clock was the hour set for the 
beginning of the ttrial yesterday morning 
and as early as half-past 7 o’clock the 
crowd began to gather and watch for the 
arr.val of Myers. Judge Hart was on 
hand promptly at 8 o’clock, as were the at- 
torneys, when information came that 
Myers would be unable to attend court 

before noon. 

The or ach empomgs until noon was not de- 
cided upon until 9:30 o’clock. 

The = ltt and the Son. 

At noon Myers was present. He was 
extremely pale, and his eyes looked rather 
weak. He paid but little attention to the 
witnesses, and at times looked ve ry sleepy. 
He leaned far over on his -right arm. 
He was evidently under a strain, and 
was doing all in his power to prevent him- 
self from breaking down in the courtroom. 
His mother, a little woman dressed in 
brown, sat by him, with one hand placed 
gently upon his arm. Tears stood in her 
eyes, and each time she looked at the boy 
at her side it required an effort to keep 
back a burst of heart-broken grief. Care

From time to time—perhaps unconscious- 
ly, but as if she were trying to soothe his

No pen picture can portray the two as 
they sat during the, long hours of yes- 
terday’s trial—the mother and the son. 

Cross-Txamined to the Echo. 

The first witness was A. T. Stewart, 
who was called by the defense. He simply 
testified that he once knew a man named 
Brown Allen, who worked at the cotton 
mills. 

The testimony was very mild, and no’ 
one expected what. followed. 

“Mr. Stewart,’’ said Solicitor Hill, in the 
low, tantalizing fashion he Has acquired 
by long series of cross-examinations, dur- 
ing which he has had numerous victims 
on the rack, “when did you quit using 
morphine?” 

“Last January,’’ answered the witness, 
unhesitatingly. There was an audible 
whispering throughout the courtroom, and 
the judge rapped lightly for order. 

“How much did you ever take during a 
day, Mr. Witness?” 

“Ten grains,’’ was the answer. 

Witness sated that the morphine was 
taken hypodermically. Solicitor Hill, af- 
ter a vigorous series of cross-questioning, 
asked the witness to show his arm. In 
the cross-examination Mr. Hill had iInti- 
mated strongly that he believed the wit- 
ness was still using morphine. Witness 
had stated that it cost him over $1,000 
to secure relief from the habit after two 
or three attempts at a cure. 

At this point, when Mr. Hill desired 
the witness to bare his arm, Mr. Moyers 
objected. Mr. Moyers said that it was 
simply an attempt to mortify and degrade 
the witness, and that the witness should 
not be forced to do as Mr. Hill requested. 

Judge Hart said that he would hear from 
the soliciter: 

Solicitor Hill stated that the state in- 
tended to show that Stewart was not a 
competent witness; that th'ose who were in 
the habit of using morphine were unreliable 
and could not tell the truth; that he in- 
tended to show that Stewart was still un- 
der the influence of morphine. 

Then Colonel W. C. Glenn rose to sec- 
ond the argument of the solicitor against 
the objection raised by counsel for the de- 
fendant. 

‘“‘Morhphinism,’’ declared Colonel Glenn, 
“is the domain of hallucination. Look at 
those contracted pupils,’’ he said, pointing 
at the witness, ‘‘and that putty-like coun- 
tenance. There are the indications of the 
man under the baneful influence of the 
dread drug. Look at him, may it please 
your honor. Morphinism is the very 
ground upon which visions become reali- 
ties. This witness may today see Brown 
Allen, who is no more real than the 
shadowy dagger that Macbeth saw ap- 
proach. 

‘“‘He is a morphia-mania. He used it a 
year ago and he uses it today. He goes 
a death in life, and lives in a world that 
is created by his perverted imagination 
and made substantial by the concentration 
of a mind that can only see its own un- 
natural acquaintances. I think it but right, 
your honor, that the state may be allowed 
to show this man’s real condition in or- 
der that it may be seen just how far he is 
to be given credence.” 

The objection raised by Attorney Moyers, 
however, was sustained. 

A Little Off on Dates. 

“What the date of today? 
Solicitor Hill, suddenly. 

The witness became nervous and then 
began to make a mental count which found 
half expression in tthe almost invisible 
motions of his lips. Hie was a minute or 
more thinking and finally announced: 

‘June 22d.’ 

Questioned further he would not be sure 
about it, but was sure to the best of his 
recollection. He was asked what year 
it was that he saw Brown Allen. He re- 
plied that it was in 1895. He stuck to this 
throughout the cross-examination. It was, 
however, probably a ngtural slip, espec- 
ially as the witness was somewhat excited 
from the ordeal through which he had 
been put. 

Solicitor Hill then cross-examined the 
Witness as to an opium joint in Atlanta. 
Witness said he was never in one and de- 
nied that he ran one. He denied that he 
loafed about the National hotel or that 
he was ever accused of robbery or that 
he ever admitted to his f*iends that he 
was not himself half the time. 

He admitted, however, that he 
opium in Baltimore, but refused 
how many times. 
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Motorman McCord Testifies. 

Motorman McCord, who was with Con- 
ductor Medcalf when he claimed to have 
seen Myers and Brown Allen drive to the 
car line, testified yesterday. 

McCord’s testimony was 
Same as Medecalf’s, except 
not identify Myers as positively as the 
conductor did. He said that he thought 
it was Myers, and gave the same descrip- 
tion of the man who got out of the buggy. 

“Didn’t Mr. Renfro tell you that if you 
told what you have on the stand you 
would be swearing a pack of lies?’ asked 
the solicitor of the witness. 

“No,’’ answered McCord, ‘“‘and if he had 
I would have knocked him off the car.” 

“Didn't he tell you that if you swore 
this you would get in the penitentiary ?’’ 

Witness was sure no such conversation 
had occurred. 

“‘Are you related to Glenn Mec 
asked the solicitor. 

“We are a different set of 
swered the witness. 

Recess for Half an Hour. 

Judge Hart said to the attorneys at this 
point that he would take a recess for an 
hour. Solicitor Hill said he had had. his 
dinner. Mr. Moyers said he was willing 
to go ‘on as he wasn’t hungry. The at- 
torneys had been so fortunate and the de- 
fendant desired a little nourishment and 
court took a recess for thirty minutes. 

At 2:30 o’clock the first witness called 
was Policeman Adams. There seemed to 
have been a misunderstanding on the part 
of the attorneys for the defense as to what 
Adams knew. He testified that he had ar- 
rested A. J. Allen at one time. 

J. M. Edgar, another witness, had known 
a man twenty-four years old, about ten 
years ago, who was dark complexioned, 
and whose name was Brown Allen and 
whio had a beard. Edgar was not a very 
prepossezs'ne witness, 

J. P. Boynton had known a young man 
about eighteen years old some e‘ght years 
ago. The young man’s name was Brown 
Allen. It seems that the defense is not 
trying to establish the identity of any one 
Brown Allen and connect him with the 
affair, but is simply trying to show that 
the name Brown Allen is a common one. 
The state, it will be understood, claims that 
the name was hatched up by Myers or was 
secured by him from the sign of Brown & 
Allen, the druggists, who have been so well 
advertised through a certain and curious 
physical fact which brought a telephone 
pole in front of the “&’’ mark in their 
sign. 

Major H. C. Underwood was called nert. 
He had two pistols. They had been handed 
to him the day before by Mr. Moyers, he 
said. They were both rusty about the cyl- 
inder chambers and the barrels were rusty. 
He had fired one shot out of each. The 
shot had cleaned away the rust and rim of 
dust in front of the cartridge that was 
fired. 

The pistols were introduced as evidence 
to show that he pistol alleged to have been 
fired by Myers was not fired for several 
months before the killing and was jot 
used then. 

W. J. Flournoy was the next witness. 
He knew nothing bearing upon thé case. 


Cc. D. Durden’s Testimony. 


The next witness was Conductor C, D, 
Durden, who rung on the Edgewood avenue 
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and Whitehall street cag line. He stated 
that he had told what he knew to a news.- 
paper man at noon of that day, but had 
not expected to testify. 

He said that he was acquainted with 
Myers and that on» day abou: a week before 
the killing Myers got on the car at Inman 
Park with a man and a young woman, 
Myers paid the fare. Witness said that the 
woman was a young woman, but when’ 
cross-exaigined said that he simply judged 
by her manner, as he could not see her face. 
He could not give uny definite description 
of Myers’s male companion. 

_Myers Hecomes .ii Again. 

Just after the test'mony of Conductor 
Durden was completed, Attorney Moyers 
asked permission to let Myers withdraw 
from the courtroom, as he was overcome 
again by weakness. The permission was 
granted. 

Myers was very sick and Dr. W. F. Lamp- 
ton respon@ed, He stated to Judge Hart 
that Myers was very much swollen about 
the abdomen and was very sick and did 
not believe it to be advisable to force him 
to go on at present. At the end of thirty 
minutes the courtyv vhvys'cian arrived and 
Myers was @veri @ery attention. Dr. Gil- 
bert announced to Judge Hart that he. be- 
lieved Myers was able to go on with the 
trial. He wrote a statement to this effect 
and Myers was led back, looking very 
pale and perspiring very freely. He tried 
to brace up as he walked in and attempted 
to assume his usual indifferent front. He 
made a failure, however, and collapsed as 
soon as he reached his seat. 

Thomas Boone Revoked. 

Thomas Boone, colored, wouldn’t make 
a good whist player. He would be very apt 
to revoke, Yesterday afternoon he testified 
that he and another negro man were at 
Westwood park and that there they met 
@ man, whose looks he didn’t remember, 
and later as he was leaving met a buggy 
containing two men whase appearance 
failed to make any impression upon his 
mentality. 

Solicitor Hill asked the witness if he iad 
not made an affidavit. Witness said he } ad. 
The affidavit stated that the affiant had 
seen the man in the park, remembered him 
distinctly; that he had: seen Myers and 
another man in the buggy coming into the 
park and had seen the first man join them 
and drive over the hill with them. 

Boone swore that he had made no such 
statement in his affidavit. He declared that 
1e did not swear that, did not know 
Myers and did not see them join the first 
man as he had not looked back. Mr. Moyers 
did not examine the witness after he denied 
the affidavit. 

lmaterinat Testimony. 

Sam. Vaughn testified that he once knew 
a Brown Affen who was a sport. 

Allen Cox, a negro hackman, testified 
that he had driven Mr. ‘Mitchell and Mr. 
Jones out to Westwood park and that they 
had dug up a track and put it in a box. 

Mr. Virgil Jones testified to the same fact 
and was questioned at length. 

AS Very Important Vitness. 

The testimony of Alfred Summers was 
very short, but very important, He said 
that he moved to Atlanta about two or 
three days before Crowley is said to have 
been killed and that on the day of 
killing his family moved here. On that diay 
he says that he was standing at the corner 
of Forsyth and Alabama, near The Consti- 
tution building, when a man, whom he 
described in accordance with the accepted 
version of Brown ‘Allen, came up to him 
and asked him if he had seen any m ileg 
go by. This. was about 8 o’clack in’ the 
morning. Witness said that this same 
man had asked him where the stables of 
Stewart and somebody else was but that 
he didn’t know. 

Preparing to Close the Testimony. 

Mr. Moyers announced that he had one 
more witness and another witness for es! ib- 
foundation for documentary evi- 
Then the prisoner's statement was to 
come, he said. He was not ready to close 
until the witnesses could be hada. 

Solicitor Hill said that he had only a 
few witnesses and would ask that one of 
them be allowed to testify in the afternoon 
as he had a sick father, This was done 
The name of the witness was Dick Allen, 
who figured through the testimony of Guy 
Crusselle. 

Court adjourned shortly after 6 o'clock tu 
meet aguin this morn:ng at 8 o'clock.

More Trouble for Horace White. 

Has anybody heard anything drop, or 
seen sigus and omens in the heavens? 
Something has happened out of the or- 
dinary. The United States have de- 
manded the immediate payment of $1,- 
000,000 which Spain has owed to 
Antonio Maxhuo Mora, an American eiti- 
zen, since ESS. 

During one of the Cuban revolts twen- 
ty years ago, the Spanish government 
arrested A. M. Mora, an American citi- 
zen, and seized his valuable sugar plan- 
tation. Before Spain admitted its mis- 
take, if had eohleeted from the Mora 
estate more than $2,000,000. <A settle- 
nent Was insisted on by Secretaries Fish 
and Bayard, and, finally, under 
sure, Spain agreed to pay $1,500,000. 

sefore the last congress adjourned it 
passed a joint resolution requesting the 
president to insist upon the payment 
of the sum agreed upon between the 
governments of Spain and the United 
States in liquidation of the claim of 
Antonio Maximo Mora against the gov- 
ernment of Spain, with interest from 
the time when the said amount should 
have been paid under the agreement. 
This resolution passed both houses and 
Was approved by the president, and, 
therefore, has all the foree of law. 

Spain has made many excuses for de- 
laying the payment of this just claim, 
but now it appears that further excuse 
Will not be tolerated. On the day that 
Mr. Olney became seeretary of state in 
place of Mr. Gresham, he sent a letter 
to Spain through the Uniied States min- 
ister at Madrid, demanding the imme- 
diate payment of $1,500,000 which the 
Spanish government has owed Mr. 
Mora since ISS6. Mr. Olney, according 
to the Washington correspondent of 
The New York World, ealls the atten- 
tion of the Spanish government to the 
fact that the justice of this claim is not 
in dispute, aud that ne furiher delay will 
be tolerated.

Should that event occur Mr. Cleveland 
Will hold the matter in abevance until 
ane for other in- 
structions. The United States govern- 
ment has the example of England in 
collecting a claim from a weaker power. 
The celebrated battle of Corinto in 
Niearagua is still fresh in the minds of 
our readers. <A British rear admiral, 
aided and supported by her muajesty’s 
War ships, the Thunderer, the Teinpest, 
the Terrible and the Chickadee Bum, 
deployed before the custom house of 
Corinto, landed a squad of marines and 
a keg, and proceeiled to take possession 
of the nearest boarding house, seizing 
among other things a box of sardines. 

The United States have a harder job 
in t‘uba than the British brigadier of 
marines at Corinto. Havana is guarded 
by Moro castle, which could hardly be 
battered down ipside of two hours. In 
addition to this the Americans would 
have sleepless enemies in their rear 
Hiorace White, Larry Godkin and the 
gang of tories that follow their lead.

CONnLTress meets ask 


The money is one about 
Which the people should do some very 
serious thinking. It is a matter that 
affects not only the wellbeing of every 
individual, but the moral and material 
welfare of every community. When 
times are hard—that to say, when 
money is scarce and so difficult to get 
that it commands a preminm on labor 
and in the produets of labor—neither 
the individual nor the community can 
flourish. It is true some individuals and 
some communities are better able to 
stand the pressure of hard times than 
others, being more fortunately situated. 
But even these individuals and com- 
munities that are most fortunately sit- 
uated must, In the nature of things, be 
affected by the causes that affeet others. 

The people must think in this matter 
for themselves. The most that such 
newspapers as The Constitution can do 
is to present the question in a way that 
will suggest thought and reflection on 
the part gf their readers. When the 
people come to examine the money 
question they will find that there is no 
principle behind ft so abstruse or so 
abstract as to be beyond the solution 
of simple common sense. The money 
dealers and lenders have made great 
efforts to cover up these fundamental 
principles and to hide them behind such 
meaningless phrases as “intrinsic” value 
and “parity,” and the like, but the man 
who is able to reason for himself will 
have no difficulty in getting to the bot- 
tom of the whole contention. 

Take for instance the phrases “sound” 
currency and “dishonest” dollars and 
analyze them. What is “sound” cur- 
rency?. In the jargon of the shvlock 
class, it is a eurrency based on gold. A 
“sound” eurrency, therefore, is a cur- 
rency based on the single gold standard, 
and it is “sound” because it will com- 
mand, for the benefit of the money deal- 
ers and gold speculators, a larger quan- 
tity of property and commodities to 
each dollar than ever before. What, 
then, is ‘the chief note or feature of a 
“sound” currency? Low prices, small 
profits in business and industrial enter- 
prises, and low wages. Consequently, 
money that is “‘sound” in the eyes of 
those who control the largest supplies 
of it, is that which is searce and dear-~ 
the money that produces hard times. 
That is “sound” money, and we beg the 
reader to take the fact home to his mind 
and remember it. ‘ 

Now, what do the money dealers and 


question

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honest” money? They cry out against 
a “fifty-cent” dollar, and say that the 
free coinage of silver will give the peo- 
ple that kind of a dollar.” This jargon 
is, in fact, a fierce protest against a fur- 
ther rise in prices. Let the reader ‘take 
it to pieces in his mind and reason from 
his own point of view instead of that of 
the selfish money lender and. gold 
speculator, What was the condition*of 
our money before the surreptitious de- 
monetization of silver? In the jargon 
of shylock, it was shamelessly ‘dishon- 
est.” Even the gold dollar was a “dis- 
honest” dollar. .Why? Simply because 
the producers of the country could pur- 
chase the equivalent of a gold dollar 
for less than one-half the quantity of 
commodities that they now have to give 
for it. That is why the dollar that 
would purchase; the sume amount of 
commodities that it purchased in 1873 
is denounced by shylock as a “tifty-cent” 
dofiar, a “depreciated” dollar, a “dis- 
honest” dollar. 

tight here lies the whole gist of the 
money question, so far as it affects the 
material interests of the people. It is 
& question of prices. It is a question as 
to the purchasing power of the produets 
of the people’s hard labor, It al- 
Ways to the interest of the shvlock and 
his class to depreciate the purchasing 
power of labor whether on the farm or 
in the factory. It is always to the in- 
terest of shylock to increase the pur- 
chasing power of the dolkar which he 
handles and deals in. When the staple 
commodities of the world are depre- 
crited the bondholders, the money lend- 
ers and the gold sharks reap their 
largest profits. It is to the interest of 
the people to increase the purchasing 
power of their products. It is to the in- 
terest of shylock to increase the pur- 
ehasing power of the article which he 
handles and controls—which money. 
In order to do this, shylock subsidizes 
newspapers, eorrupts and 
“secures” statesmen. The people have 
nothing to depend on but their honesty, 
their common sense, and their power at 
the ballet box.

Reform in the Libel Laws. 

When the International League of 
Press Clubs spoke out in favor of a 
sensible and just reform in the libel 
laws of the different states, it refleeted 
a sentiment which has for some time 
found indorsement not only with news- 
paper men but with all thinking people. 


The present libel laws in many of the 


states serve principally as vehicles for 
blackmail. There is no semblance of 
justice in many of their provisions. 
There is no desire whatever on the part 
of the newspapers to shirk the responsi- 
buity of their utterances, but to make 
them ‘the constant victims of black- 
mailers and adventurers is certainly not 
fair or right. 

The Illinois legislature. has taken a 
forward step in this movement by the 
passage of a bill which provides ‘that 
in any action brought for the publica- 


, tion of a libel in any newspaper in this 


state the plaintiff shall recover only ac- 
tual damages if it shall appear at the 
trial of such action that such publication 
was made in good faith and that its fal- 
sity was due to mistake or misappre- 
hension of ‘the facts and that inthe 
next regulgt issue of said paper after 
such mist¢ke or misapprehension was 
brought t6 the Knowledge of the pub- 


_lisher or publishers of such newspaper, | 


| whether before or after suit is brought, 


a correction or retraction was published 
in as conspicuous a manner and place 
in said newspaper as was the libel,” 
This, it will be seen, is a_ perfectly 
fair and just law. It is fair to all par- 
ties. It makes the newspaper responsi- 


“ble at all times for actual damages re- 


‘suliing from a publication in its columns. 
Punitive damages for mistakes which 
have been rectified as far as possible 
are unjust and defeat the ends of the 
original intention of all laws—justice.

THE PHYSICIANS ARE ALL HOPEFUL

With these and refreshing sleep during 
the day, the patient grew gradually s#trong- 
er, and when the physicians met at 9 
o'clock last night to hold a consultation 
they all declared that there was not a 
Bingle bad symptom and that the governor 
would certainly recover unless s0Me un- 
expected development in the case occurred, 

The governor himself declared that he 
had resteq better during the day than he 
had since he became sick. He declared 
that he had rested in comparative comfort 
all day and that he would, he thought, 
continue to gain strength from now on. 

He talked quite freely with the physicians 
e@bout his case and spoke hopefully of 
the fyture, evincing that same incompara- 
bie will power that has characterized him 
throughout as one of the best patients that 
ever went under the keen blade of a sur- 
geon's knife.

. A man thought to be J. S. Smith, the 
missing broker of Atlanta, has been lo- 
cated in Gainesville, Tex., and from the 
reports from that city it looks very much 
as if he is the man, 

The news reached Atlanta yesterday by 
wire, although it was thought by the At- 
lanta officers two days ago that Smith 
might be in that locality. 

Two or three days ago a letter was re- 
ceived by Sheriff Barnes from the sheriff 
of the county in which Gainesville is lo- 
cated, making inquiries about Smith and 
asking if he was Wanted here and on what 
charge, and what reward would be paid 
for his arrest. The letter was referred to 
Chief of Police Connolly by Sheriff Barnes

“In the next place, the reports of crop 
damage have led buyers of wheat abroad to 
‘seek suypolies in other eountries. They 
have heard that the American crop will be 
short, and seeing prices advance wouid 
have been singularly short sighted if thev 
had not acquired supplies in Russia’ and 
other points where they could buy to ad- 
vantage, This is illustrated by the enormous 
increase of late in Russian shipments. 

“What is going to be the result? When 
we want to sell wheat six weeks hence, 
we shall find the market supplied ar@ there 
will come, first conviction that the crop 
is going to be larger than was expected, 
and second, the certainty of an unexpected- 
ly small foreign demand. 

Appended are some -of the principal esti- 
mates of the wheat crop for 1895, based on 
the present outlook: Department of agricul- 
ture, 400,000,000 bushels; Secretary Wrown.

Toledo Market fenort, 440,000,000) bushels; 
Prairie Farmer, 446,000,000 bushels; Minne- 
apolis Market Record, 470,000,000 bushels; 
Minneapolis Journal, 511,000,000 bushels. 

The St. Paul Pioneer Press has full dis- 
patches from Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota and Wisconsin. These reports de- 
clare crops to be booming. Wheat, corn 
and flax are improving very rapidly. If 
present conditions prevail until harvest, the 
vield will be superb. There is no drought at 
present in any portion of the northewest.

Green Goods Men So Denounced by 


One of Them. 


SOMETHING NEW IN CIRCULARS 


The Writer Claims To Be an Engraver 
‘and Is Looking for Confidential Agents. 
He Livss in Pennsylvania. 


Mr. B. Niblack, of Virgil, Ga., sends to 
The Constitution the proposition of one 
of the most bare faced green goods swind- 
les that has been exposed in this state. 

The proposition purports to come from 
William Fox, of 704 Hamilton street, Al- 
lentown, Pa., and consists of a long mimeo- 
graph copy of the usual contidential letter, 
giving instructions as to how the goods 
ean be obtained and setting forth their 
especial merit for resemblance to the gén- 
uine money of the country, 

The confidential letter in 
signed “Engraver,” supposedly 
upon his victim the of the 
word in connection with his business, the 
writer claiming to have been an engraver 
for the last thirty-four years. 

Accompanying the confidential letter, 
whichsis addressed ‘My Dear Sir,”* and 
signed, “fraternally and sincerely yours,”’ 
is a small printed Slip of instructions as 
to how “Engraver’’ can be reached by .tele- 
graph “only.’’ The slip gives positive in- 
structions that in no case must “William 
b‘ox’”’ be addressed by mail, he declining to 
receive mail orders under all circumstances. 
The slip gives the form of telegram that 
must be sent in order to receive attention 
and it states that if the slightest devia- 
tion made from the form no attention 
will be given it. . 

The telegram to be sent must read as fol- 
lows: 

“William Fox, 744 Hamilton Street, Allen- 
town, Lehigh County, Pennsylvania: Keep 
72 Broad street. Lot No. 1109 sold. 

“KILO $8. FIELDS.” 

The particular feature of the communi- 
cation the brazenness in which the 
signer forth his proposition, taking 
pains to denounce unscrupulous scoundrels 
who falsely claim to have for sale that 
which they have not, and declaring that 
he had found it utterly impossible to get 
trustworthy men to act as agents for 
line of goods simply because they 
been victims of fraud deceit. 

The strictly confidential letter is, in part: 

“Although. we are strangers to each 
other I have concluded to write you: with 
a view of getting your confidence and 
friendly co-operation in a scheme which, if 
grasped now, will make you independently 
rich and will at the same time better my 
own condition. ‘ 

“IT am now going to write plainly and to 
the point. Before I begin, however, I wish 
to assure you candidly that no harm br in- 
sult is intended. So, if I have made a mis- 
take in addressing you, or the proposition 
I suggest should prove onable, I 
trust you will not be so heartless as to be- 
tray one who is willing to be your friend 
and benefactor. You can simply destroy 
this and iet the matter end. 

“No doubt you have received numerous 
letters in relation to’ the matter, 

hi on thorough investigation ws 

to be unreliable, The 
thods adopted by a lot of petty larceny 
thieves who write such letters have been 

@ source great annoyance and expense 
to me, as in several states I find it utterly 
impossible to get trustworthy men to act 
as agents for my line of goods, simply be- 
cause they have been the victims of fraud 
and deceit, practiced upon them by un- 
scrupfhlous scoundrels, who falsely claim 
to have for sale that which they have not. 
How they manage to induce men of com- 
mon sense to invest their hard-earned mon- 
ey ‘on the representations that They can 
furnish them with an article fully equal 
to the original at the ridiculously low 
figure of 5 per cent on the dollar, and some- 
times low per cent, is something 
I cannot understand. 

“The writer is an expert and progressive, 
engraver, having been employed for twelve 
years in the United States bureau of en- 
graving at Washington, D. C., and for 
twenty-two years was the superintendent 
of steel engraving in one of the largest 
and best equipped bank note companies 
in this country, where the engraving of 
bank bills, postage- stamps, stocks, bonds 
and high-class securities were made a spe- 
cralty.

possible doubt that I am all I claim to be 
and that my goodscannot be distinguishec 
from the genuine that are issued by the 
sovernfent until my secret is disclosed. 

“Please do 20t send any letters. as the 
mails are not a desirable medium through 
which to transact a business of this kind. 
The only way you cen communicate with 
me is by telegraph. Of course, no one 
but ourselves will know the meaning of 
ycur message, so have no fear.”

It was for- 
merly occupied by the Southern Medical 
college and, after the medical students 
left it, the boys took possession. It Was 
only the hope of a new building that rec- 
onciled the boys to their hard lot and 
they cheerfully submitted to the situation, 
believing that in the course of a few 
months, the hope which they had long in- 
dulged would be fully realized. Instead of 
this; however, they have reaped a harvest 
of disappointed expectation, and, without 
¢he prospect of shelter, they are soon to 
be driven out from their present quarters,

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The Bookmakers Will Not Be Licensed 
by the City Council. 


A CALLED MEETING HELD YESTERDAY 


The City Fathers Acceptthe Position Tak- 
en by Mayor King and Amend 
the Tax Ordinance. 


The general council met yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock and was called to order 
by Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles. 

Deputy Clerk Rice read the order of the 
mayor, issuing a call forthe meeting of the 
‘council, and containing a veto of the tax 
ordinance and the licensing of bookmak- 
ers, as recently passed by the council. 

It will be remembered that on last Mon- 
day afternoon at the regular meeting of the 
council, a tax ordinance was passed to 
which was attached an ordinance allow- 
ing the existence of bookmakers, who 
were to be licensed at $5,000 each, as an 
annual tax. When the paper was present- 
ed to Mayor King for his signature, the 
mayor vetoed the ordinance and returned 
it to the clerk, with an order that the 
council be called and that the legislators 
again give the matter their consideration, 

When the order was read yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. Welch, of the second, moved that 
the veto be sustaired. Before the motion 
was put, however, Mr. Hirsch said that he 
Was naturally opposed to the practice ot 
allowing the existence of bookmakers, but 
he knew that the counci] could not prevent 
them from doing business. He .thought 
that under the existing circumstances that 
it was best to make them pay a license, as 
the city would receive quite a nice revenue 
on that account. 

Mr. Howell agreed with Mr. Welch, and 
said that he did not think the council 
should take snap judgment upon the mat- 
ter, and he wanted to hear the city at- 
torney’s views and see what the law was 
concerning the matter. He was of the opin- 
ion that the bookmakers should pay a 
revenue into the city’s treasury, and Was 
certain if there was a desire on the 
part of the bookmakers to establish a busi- 
ness in the city there was no way to 
prevent them from so doing, as the busi- 
ness would be conducted on the sly and 
the city would get no benetit. 

Mr. Inman thought it was. best 
get the city attorney to give his opinion 
the matter before any action was taken, 
it might possibly not be in the province 
the city to license them. 

Attorney Anderson was sent for and the 
moticn of Mr. Welch was withdrawn until 
that gentieman arrived.
